Not that the chief exec- 
utive of Alabama feels that such vis- 
itors might make off with hticrative 
hauls, but he does not like the idea of 
being awakened at some wee small 
hour of the night by a noise outside 
his window, or by the gingerly foot- 
fall of a would-be marauder about his 
premises. 

The governor has had five visits from 
burglars, which have occurred within 
the past few weeks. Altogether bur- 
glars have broken into the executive 
mansion two times, and have attempted 
to break in on three other occasions. 
Some weeks ago several rings were 
taken from the governor's mansion. 

South Perry street seems to be at 
this time the center of operation fot 
burglars.. The homes on that promi- 
nent thoroughfare set far back off the 
street, and are widely separated. More- 
over, the neighborhood is not frequent- 
ly visited by police officews, which may 
be another reason why burglars feél 
secure in attempting raids in that fash- 
ionable section of the city. 

Somé nights ago an attempt was 
made to break into one of the hand- 
some homes near the governor's man- 
ston, and immediately a cry- was set 
up that burglars were in the neigubor- 
hood. The police department was noti- 
fled, and a few minutes later an auto- 
mobile was heard coming up the street, 
with the muffler wide open, and mak- 
ing as muah noise as if the whole fire 
department had turned out. 

The burglars escaped. During the 
remainder of the night everything was 
quiet on South Perry street, though the 
inquiry was made the next day whether 
anyone had suffered any loss from the 
Visitation of the burglar. 

But South Perry street is asking for 
relief, and the governor of the state is 
One of the most anxious of the resi- 
dents in that section to have the police 
department furnish them protection. 
He does not like the idea of having” 
midnight visitations from would-be 
robbers, even though the chief exec- | 
utive modestly admits that such visita- 
tions would be productive of few re- 
sults, and, moreover, he does not like 
his sleep disturbed.
